Investigation of the possibilities of 
refunding of the public debt at a 
lower rate of interest was strongly 
urged by A. G. Andrews, U.F.A 
Sedgewick, in speaking in the de- 
bate on the budget in the legisla- 
ture on Thursday 

Mr. Andrews also advocated that 
when the Bank Act is revised, as 
it will pe next year, that the Dom- 
inion government be requested to 
materially lower interest rates 

He contended that the debt ad- 
justment commission should con- 
tinue to bring about the reduction 
of debt by compromise in order to 
avoid wholesale bankruptcy 

It was further urged by Mr. An- 
drews that an investigation be ask- 
ed for into the high costs of farm 
implements, especially for repairs 

When debt adjustment 
tees were appointed, representation 
for farmers must be insured 

“Conditions do not indicate much

eat during the coming year,” he
